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Long awaited recycling centre 
takes another step to fruition 


BRIDPORT is one 
step closer to having a 
state-of-the art house¬ 
hold recycling centre 
on its doorstep as 
plans for the Broom- 
hills plant go before 
planners. 

Blueprints for the £8 
milli on combined house¬ 
hold recycling centre 
(HRC) and waste transfer 
station just off the A35 
west of Bridport have 
been officially lodged by 
the Dorset Waste Partner¬ 
ship (DWP). 

The site was originally 
chosen from a shortlist of 
six proposed sites after it 
was shown to have the 
least impact on the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

But concerns have been 
voiced over the impact 
the plant may have on the 
nearby Miles Cross junc¬ 
tion on the A35 which 
has witnessed a number 


of accidents in recent 
years. 

DWP will know if their 
proposals have been suc¬ 
cessful when Dorset 
County Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee meets on 
Friday, July 26th. 

Local people have been 
waiting nearly 20 years 
for a new facility follow¬ 
ing the closure of the 
Bothenhampton landfill 
site in the mid 1990s. 

The waste management 
facility on South Street - 
which opened in 1998 on 
a temporary basis - has 
long been deemed too 
small and too restrictive 
to cater for a town the 
size of Bridport. 

If planning permission 
is granted, DWP aims to 
begin building on the 
Broomhills site in August 
this year for completion 
in spring 2015. 

The proposed schedule 
would see the plant open 
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in time to support the 
planned new ‘Recycle 
for Dorset’ collection 
service in the area. 

The new centre would 
consist of a modern, 
split-level HRC and a 
transfer station to house 
recycling and rubbish 
in a covered building be¬ 
fore it is sent for recy¬ 
cling, treatment or 
disposal. 

The designers have 
worked with the Dorset 
Area of Outstanding Nat¬ 
ural Beauty to mitigate 
environmental impacts, 
including landscaping 
and planting around the 
site. 

The centre would in¬ 
clude solar panels on its 
roof to power the site 
buildings. 


DWP and project engi¬ 
neers have also collabo¬ 
rated with the Highways 
Agency to modify the 
proposed signal-con- 
trolled junction on the 
A35 trunk road. 

In response to feedback 
during public consulta¬ 
tion, the proposed signal- 
controlled right turn into 
the site has been 
scrapped. 

Instead, eastbound traf¬ 
fic will continue to the 
Crown Roundabout and 
loop back to access the 
site. 

Traffic will only be 
stopped by a red light 
when a vehicle needs 
to turn right out of the 
site. 

If the application is ap¬ 
proved, the DWP will 
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seek permission to keep 
the current South Street 
HRC site open for a fur¬ 
ther two years while the 
new centre is being built. 

Hilary Cox, Chair of 
the DWP Joint Commit¬ 
tee, said: “Local people 
have been following the 
search for a new waste 
management centre for 
Bridport over many years 
and will, I’m sure, be re¬ 
lieved to see it nearing a 
conclusion. 

“A modern facility has 
been designed to help 
meet the needs of the 
local area and increase 


our recycling while 
blending in with the out¬ 
standing local environ¬ 
ment.” 

The planning applica¬

■ ARE there any major projects you're working 
on at the moment?

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door drops which when combined will be delivered to 
about 70,000 homes throughout the South West. I can¬ 
not say any more at this stage other than getting these 
to all tie in together is a nightmare! 

■ ARE you a member of any local organisations?

Also I’m a member of the Beaminster Chamber of 
Commerce, the Weymouth Chamber and the Dorch¬ 
ester Chamber.

■ WHAT are your personal interests? 

I’m a lover of malt whiskey and red wine. I play golf 
and wish I played more. For my sins I’m also an avid 
fan of Ipswich Town Football Club as I was born 
about 200 yards from their ground. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

The area is simply unique. I’ve spent time travelling 
all round the UK but there is nowhere quite like this 
area. It’s also like going back 30 years. If only we 
could get the broadband improved it would be perfect. 

■ WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

There are two places I love. One is the Scottish High¬ 
lands as the air is so clean, the scenery is stunning and 
the golf courses are wonderful. The other is the island 
of Corsica. French food with an Italian influence plus 
the sunshine and one of the best golf courses in the 
world. 


■ WHICH three guests would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

I’d certainly want Margaret Thatcher there. Whatever 
people may say now they don’t appreciate what this 
country was like in the 1970s before she was elected.

FIRST Dorset Credit 
Union (FDCU) are mov¬ 
ing from St Mary's 
Church to Bridport Li¬ 
brary. 

The community-run 
savings and loans co¬ 
operative will operate 
from its new location on 
South Street from July 
6th. 

The opening time of 
9:30am to 11:30am on 
Saturdays remains un¬ 
changed. 

The move follows ef¬ 
forts by FDCU to find a 
more central location. 


Credit Unions offer 
members the chance to 
earn interest on savings 
while offering loans to 
other members at rea¬ 
sonable interest rates. 

The scheme is of most 
benefit to people who 
cannot get loans from 
banks or building soci¬ 
eties - often the people 
in most need of the 
money. 

Members can get a 
small loan to cover such 
needs as getting a car 
through its MOT, buying 
a cooker, or repairing a 


washing machine. A 
typical first loan is in the 
region of £500. 

The initiative is cred¬ 
ited with offering an al¬ 
ternative to very 
expensive finance com¬ 
panies, money lenders 
or much-criticised pay¬ 
day loan companies. 

FDCU is a co-operative 
owned by its members, 
run by member volun¬ 
teers and authorised by

Back to the old ways 
to rid hill of bracken 


THE Woodland Trust has come up 
with a distinctly old fashioned way of 
tackling the spread of unwanted 
bracken across Alington Hill. 

They are employing the services of 
Kipp - an Ardennes draft horse. 

Weather permitting, Kipp will 
shortly be getting to work clearing 
the plants that have taken over in 
some places on the hill. 

Under the guidance of his owner, 
Kipp will pull a large roller over the 
bracken, bruising the stems, and al¬ 
lowing other plants the chance to 
grow. 

Using a horse-drawn roller is con¬ 
sidered the most environmental way 
to deal with the bracken as it in¬ 
volves neither oil-fuelled machinery 
nor chemicals. 

The action is considered a small 
piece in the bigger plan of improving 
and protecting the habitats on the 
hill. 


An Allington Hillbilly spokesperson 
said: "Wildlife especially bees and 
butterflies need all the help they can 
get. 

"If we are able to encourage plants 
rich in pollen and provide seed and 
berries, all the wildlife on the hill will 
benefit. 

"We are extremely grateful that the 
Woodland Trust has gone to the ex¬ 
pense of using traditional methods 
to control the bracken, without the 
use of machines and chemicals." 

A working demonstration for the 
public will be held on Saturday, June 
22nd at around 11am on the east 
side of the hill, with the closest en¬ 
trance Park Road. 

Following the demonstration the 
Allington Hill festival will start, with 
many children's activities in Coopers 
field on the north side of the hill, par¬ 
allel with Hospital Lane.

DORSET Wildlife Trust is warning against 
the use of apps that imitate birdsong as 
they could be harmful to birds. 

The conservation charity believes the 
apps - used to entice birds out into the 
open and closer to the observer - dis¬ 
rupts important activities such as feeding 
their young. 

Now DWT is launching a campaign to 
cut out their use on nature reserves like 
Brownsea Island where nesting birds 
could be affected.

Titled ‘Energy We Can All Afford’ the 
meeting showcased a lively debate on energy 


issues from both the speakers and members 
of the audience. 

Andrew Pendleton, head of campaigns for 
Friends of the Earth National, and Mr Letwin 
presented their individual view points, speak¬ 
ing briefly before answering questions from 
the public. 

Among the issues covered were wind farms, 
nuclear energy and whether a decarbonisation 


target should be included within the en¬ 
ergy bill. 

Friends of the Earth reported that 
while Oliver Letwin appeared to agree 
with wind farms in theory, he felt the lo¬ 
cation at Tolpuddle was wrong. 

The campaign group also reported that 
Mr Letwin thought decarbonisation was 
important and stressed the role of en¬ 
ergy efficiency and the development of 
electric cars. 

An FoE spokesperson said: “[Mr 
Letwin] was also optimistic about car¬ 


bon capture and carbon storage.” 

The campaign group’s Andrew 
Pendleton used the meeting to convey 
his disappointment in the fact the House 
of Commons recently voted against a 
decarbonisation target. 

He said: “I would like to see an ap¬ 
proach developed in the UK whereby 
local communities have much more of 
a stake in wind turbines, which is hap¬ 
pening successfully in countries such as 
Germany.”

MPs to debate Dorset Police funding 


POLICE and Crime Com¬ 
missioner for Dorset Martyn 
Underhill has given his 
strong support to a Parlia¬ 
mentary debate this week on 
the funding of Dorset Police. 

The debate has been se¬ 
cured by South Dorset MP 
Richard Drax and will take 
place at Westminster Hall 
today (June 19th). 

Martyn Underhill said: “I 
fully support the MP’s ef¬ 
forts to call for fairer fund¬ 
ing for the force. 

“Dorset Police is the low¬ 
est funded police force in the 
country in terms of govern¬ 
ment formula grant per per¬ 
son. 

“Nationally, police forces 
currently receive around 70 
per cent of their funding 
from central government 
and 30 per cent from Coun¬ 
cil Tax. 

“In Dorset, this ratio is 54 
per cent government funding 
and 46 per cent from Coun¬ 
cil Tax. 

“What this means is that 
already hard pressed Council 
Tax payers here in Dorset 
are shouldering a dispropor¬ 
tionately high financial bur¬ 
den to pay for their policing 
services. 

“A fairer share of central 
funding is also needed to re¬ 
flect the policing needs 
caused by the very large 
number of visitors to the 
county during the summer 
months.” 

The commissioner added: 
“I am very grateful to 
Richard Drax for raising this 
issue in Parliament. 

“A greater slice of the 


funds will allow us to offer 
greater protection to com¬ 
munity policing in Dorset. 
People expect visible and 
accessible policing. 

“I have fought to bring an 
additional 250 specials to 
our streets within my term 
of office. Whilst this 
strengthens the force, it 


doesn’t make up for the loss 
in paid police officers.” 

Clive Chamberlain, chair¬ 
man of Dorset Police Feder- 
ationc said: “Dorset has lost 
an astounding 340 police of¬ 
ficers since 2007 - 23 per 
cent of our total number of 
officers. By 2018, due to an¬ 
ticipated further cuts, we 


stand to lose a total of at 
least 468 warranted police 
officers - equivalent of los¬ 
ing every officer in Wey¬ 
mouth, Portland, Dorch¬ 
ester, Bridport, Lyme Regis, 
Sherborne, Blandford, 
Shaftesbury, Gillingham, 
Sturminster Newton, and 
Beaminster.”

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Dr Roberts inspires 
museum's summer 
exhibition

BRIDPORT Museum is showcas¬ 
ing a display for this season that 
is a little different from the others. 

The exhibit is a display of art¬ 
work created by Year Five children 
from St Mary's School, the senior 
residents of Harbour House in 
West Bay, and visitors to Chancery 
House day centre in Bridport. 

The children and older people 
have all learnt about Dr Roberts - 
Bridport's best-known physician 
who championed health among 
the town's poor in the late 18th 
century. 

The collaboration between the 
youngsters and the town's more 
established representatives pro¬ 
duced a variety of artwork in¬ 
spired by Dr Roberts and the 
theme of wellbeing. 

The Arts Council of England- 
funded project was led by three 
local artists: Eileen Haste, Sarah 
Butterworth and Nancy Cle- 
mance. 

There are three main installa¬ 
tions. Firstly, a 'chemist's shop' 
called 'Ointments and Placebos' 
displaying bottles of imaginary 
potions in the museum window 
and inside made by some of the 


children. There are more imagi¬ 
nary potions made by members 
of Harbour House and Chancery 
House with some oral history 
reminiscences about medicines 
they had as children. 

Lastly, there is a shadow puppet 
play (some of which is imaginary) 
about Dr Roberts in a 'cabinet of 
curiosity'.

LEADING local organisations 
have celebrated the role of men¬ 
tors as a new scheme is launched 
to tackle alcohol misuse among 
older people. 

EDP Drug and Alcohol Serv¬ 
ices (EDP) - described by one 
beneficiary as “a stepping stone 
back into employment and struc¬ 
ture” - praised the mentors at the 
Zone Elderly Alcohol Project 
(ZeAP) launch in Bridport Town 
Hall. 

The ZeAP scheme is backed by 
Bridport Lions who presented a 
cheque to EDP to the tune of 
£ 2 , 200 . 

EDP works with people across 
Dorset and Devon who have, or 
are affected by, drug and alcohol 
problems. 

Those at the event heard how 
mentors recovering from drug or 
alcohol problems gained skills to 
support others by completing 
EDP programmes. 

With offices in Bridport, Bland- 
ford Forum, Christchurch, 
Gillingham, Swanage and Wey¬ 
mouth, alongside satellite serv¬ 
ices in other areas, EDP offers 
help throughout the county. 

The event was a chance to cel¬ 
ebrate people completing the 


Peer Support Programme, under¬ 
taken by those in recovery, and 
the Peer Mentoring Programme 
which is offered to those who no 
longer rely on drugs and alcohol. 

Mentors receive training, on¬ 
going supervision and the oppor¬ 
tunity to carry out duties 
alongside paid staff and volun¬ 
teers, gaining experience which 
they can use to apply for jobs in 
this field. 

Ian McQueen, chairman of the 
Board of Trustees for EDP, 
praised the work of EDP in 
Dorset, claiming it was a ‘shining 
light’ for the organisation, with 
an 80 per cent recovery rate, 
compared with the national rate 
of 47 per cent. 

He also thanked the West 
Dorset Lions Clubs for their sup¬ 
port which made the day of cele¬ 
bration possible. 

Fran Hawkins of Dorset 
Healthcare also supported the 
mentors saying: “The most pow¬ 
erful intervention anyone can 
offer is support.” 

She told the graduates: “You 
have the most powerful tool kit 
anyone could have.” 

A number of the graduates then 


shared their story of recovery and 
the part that EDP played in sup¬ 
porting them. 

One graduate said that “EDP 
was a stepping stone back into 
employment and structure.”

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Carers pleased with support 


A NATIONAL survey of carers has re¬ 
vealed a high level of satisfaction with 
the support given by Dorset County 
Council. 

Seventy-six per cent of Dorset’s carers 
were “satisfied” with the support and 
services they receive from the county 
council and a total of 44 per cent said 
they were “extremely satisfied.” 

Nearly 500 carers from Dorset took 
part in the survey, which is the second 
national survey of carers carried out by 
all local authorities in the country on be¬ 
half of Department of Health. 

Many carers wrote comments to praise 
the support and services they received. 

In particular, carers’ training was very 
much appreciated, as was day centre 
care for the person they cared for. 

Only nine per cent said they were dis¬ 
satisfied with services from the council. 

The aim of the survey was to find out 
if services received by carers are helping 
them in their caring role, their life out¬ 
side of caring, and what carers think of 
the services for the person they care for. 

The vast majority of respondents were 
females, aged between 30 and 99, many 
providing over 100 hours per week of 
unpaid care. 

Access to information and advice 
scored high with more than 75 per cent 
saying they thought it was easy to find 
what they were looking for, and 93 per 
cent had found the information “very” or 
“quite helpful”. 

Only a minority of seven per cent did 
not find the information received help¬ 


ful. Long hours and financial worries are 
some of the difficulties many carers ex¬ 
perience, and some said they had prob¬ 
lems accessing respite breaks and 
emergency care at short notice. 

The cost of respite and sitting services 
was also an issue for many. 

Sadly, one in ten carers reported that 
they did not do anything they themselves 
valued or enjoyed with their time. 

Many also said they had no control 
over their daily life and had little social 
contact and felt socially isolated (11 per 
cent). 

Suggestions as to how services could 
be improved included: more joint work¬ 
ing between agencies, better information 
provision and training (including medi¬ 
cines management), early referrals for 
support by professionals and help with 
domestic chores to enable carers to un¬ 
dertake more personal care for their 
spouse or family member. 

The results of the survey will be con¬ 
sidered by the Joint Commissioning 
Board for Carers and the Carers Partner¬ 
ship Board.

A helping hand for diabetes team 


THE Diabetes Team at Dorset County Hospital 
have thanked individuals and a service club for 
donations. 

Molly and Fiona Rennie, from Dorchester, and 
Ian Pye and Chris Males from the Melcombe 
Regis Rotary Club, were invited to the centre 
where they were thanked for their generous do¬ 
nations which, in conjunction with other dona¬ 
tions to the charitable fund, enabled the 
department to purchase foot temperature probes 
and two continuous glucose monitors. 

The equipment will help improve the assess¬ 
ment of people with diabetes at the Diabetes 
Centre. 

The temperature probes were bought with the 
kind donation from Mrs Rennie, a Dorchester 
councillor, whose late husband John was a pa¬ 
tient at the Diabetes Centre. 

The temperature probes are used by the Spe¬ 
cialist Diabetes Foot team to assess foot temper¬ 
atures and guide management of the foot 
complication acute Charcot. Acute Charcot is a 
rare foot complication, which occurs in people 
who have nerve damage to the feet and can 
occur in people who have diabetes. 

Acute Charcot initially results in a red, hot, 
swollen foot which may be painless. 

After diagnosis treatment involves not putting 
any pressure on the effected foot until foot tem¬ 
peratures normalise to prevent severe foot de¬ 
formity, which can result in amputation. 

The continuous glucose monitors are used to 
assess glucose levels in people treated with in¬ 
sulin with erratic glucose levels. The monitor is 
attached to the person with diabetes for a few 
days to uncover patterns in glucose levels that 
are not apparent with the routine finger prick 
capillary glucose testing and information is used 
to guide adjustment of insulin doses.

Before workout 2 x bee pollen tablets to increase energy 
levels

7.00pm: Salmon, broccoli, sweet potato mash and
